On appeal ,to t lie S. J. Court tne 
presiding Judge ruled u a matter of law 
upon all tbe evldende In the cue tbat the 
administrator should 
be charged wltb 


<H,949.04, with Interes.jon »2,500 from 
Nov. 
1, 1884, as per di-eree on file. To 


this ruling exceptions were taken. The 
law court overrules the .exception's. De- 
cree m nisi prlus affi-aed with costs. 
The following la the reaqrlpt: 


This Is an appeal froorj a decree qf the 
Judge of Probate, charging 
Frank L. 


Tyler, admr. of his moll er's estate with a 
large sum of money notl accounted for by 
him as auch admin litrttor. The appeal 
was heard at nisi prlus, tlie sitting Judge 
substantially affirming the decree below 
but allowing aome In3p*rtant deductions, 
for expenses and payments that were sup- 
ported by evidence notf produced before 
tbe Probate Court. 
, 
The Judge ruled, as a matter of law, 


that the deft, should be charged with tbe 
items and sums stated in bis decree. No 
question of tbe law is involved beyond an 
inquiry whether tbe evidence is legally 
sufficient to support the decree. Toe case 
is one of fact. Tbe fact i alleged, Involv- 
ing tbe bad faith and n isconduct of the 
administrator are proved. 
Too much can hardly )c said in condem- 


nation of tbe deceptions, practiced by tbe 
agent and manager of the deft, to deprive 
the estate of Its property, mostly for bis 
benefit. 
Tbe defendant may have been 
deceived by the superior craftiness of bis 
agent, not appreciating the situation into 
wblch be was led. Tie case discloses 
reasons enough why be should have appre- 
ciated tbe wrong which be passively, it 
nnt actively, permitted to be ilone. 
The intestate sent $1,000 to tbe agent 
and manager before alln led to, her son-in- 
law, to be invested in Ka isas City. It was 
received and let on mortgage of the estate 
in that city. After the decease of real in- 
testate the son-in-law, us agent of tbe ad- 
mlntelmtor, sold the mortgaged premises 
under the mortgage, at public sale bidding 
them in for 9000 In the name of bis wife, 
tbe only bidder, with Ihe understanding 
that none of the $000 to >je paid unless ob- 
tained out of the property by a subse- 
quent sale, tbe amount to be paid from 
the Ural receipts when sold. This was in 
September, 1887. 
In October, 1883, tbe 


property was sold by the wife for $11,175, 
the husband receiving the money. 
He 


forwarded to tbe administrator In Novem- 
ber, 
18H?, $2,500 of the money "to be di- 


vided among the heirs.
